seport to the Central Emigration Committee at Galatz (Roumania), which shows 
ya clear light the present position and future prospects of the Samarin colony : 
On my arrival at Haifa (M. Veneziani's report is addressed from that port, and 
+. dated the 24th J une), I received in audience, on several occasions, delegates from 
the colony. I had before me men who were discouraged, anxious about the morrow, 
without reassuring news from you, and exasperated nghtly or wrongly against the 
local administration, now dissolved. I visited the families and the lodgings of the emi- 
rants ; I found them unhappy, miserably lodged, destitute of everything, wanting 

bread, stricken down by fever, sufferings and privations, My heart bled, I did not hesi- 
‘ate an instant, and I immediately distributed relief in the name of Baron de Hirsch. 
gave away several thousand francs + enschkipe to purchase bread for the famished 
people (seven and half francs for each person above 15 years, five francs per child 
below that age), I granted special assistance to the sick. and directed a dis- 
pensary founded here some years ago, through the generosity of Baron de 
Hirsch, to give medicines free of charge tothe emigrants. I paid the arrears of rent 
and the doctor’s fees, and gave some money to the school mistress who has returned 
+o Beyrout. I likewise made known the distress of these poor people to the Central 
Committee of the Alliance and to the Committee in London. Finally, I deemed it 
, matter of conscience to address to you by telegraph a despairing appeal, to which 
rou responded by your consoling telegram of the 22nd June. I thank you for this 
reply, because it has helped me to raise the moral of these poor people. My pre- 
sence among them, my visits to their houses, the almost daily reception of delegates, 


the distributions of money at which I myself presided, enabled me. thanks be to — 


God, to be your interpreter and to present to them your telegram as a chance of 
salvation. We must strengthen the confidence which you have placed in them. we 
must justify by prompt and vigorous action the hopes and promises expressed in 
your welcome words. 

Meanwhile, on the 21st June, [ visited the colony at Samarin. I am happy to 
inform you that what I saw there produced on my mind more comforting impressions 
than than thoee for which the misery of the emigrants at Haifa had prepared me. 
and that I carried away from this visit a comparative sentiment of. satisfaction. 
which consoled me a little formy deception and sadness at Haifa. and which to 
some extent raised my hopes and changed my opinions concerning the colonisation 
ofSamarin. I saw there fifteen families poorly lodged ; but it is the commencement 
ofa colony; itis a kind of little village situated on a pleasant and salubrious site, 
The men are robust and appear to be active ; several know a trade ; the women buoy 
them up by their resignation and excellent health, and the children are strong and 
also in good health, I saw neither dirt, vermin, fevers, nor traces of privation and 
hunger, the sad ravages of which I had witnessed among the families lodged at 
Haifa, These men, armed with patience and courage, work hard, struggle against 
poverty, and give the remote hope, that they may perhaps succeed-by the sole 
miracle of their efforts and labour, in founding a durable colony, 

Tosum up, I found at.the colony of Samarin men filled with good will, patient 
ani resigned, and capable of the greatest efforts, provided that they are honestly and 
intelligently directed by a paternal and firm hand. I found rich lands, which could 
yield excellent harvests, provided that the stones which cover them be cleared 
away, and that the brambles which have grown for many years be torn up by their 
roots, I found hillocks well adapted for the planting of trees and vines,as also a suit- 
able site for a village, cooled by the sea air and rendered wholesome by a pure and 
salubrious climate. Water is scarce, but Samarin possesses a well and a source, 
Which are almost a favour in parched districts. All these elements may give birth

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THE RIOTS AT EKATERINOSLAV. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
8ST. PETERSBURG, AvuGusT 17, 1883. 

In my previous letter I was compelled to confine myself to the reproduction of 
newspaper reports regarding the riots, and indeed, I had no choice in my selection 
for my sources of information were principally anti-Semitic journals euch as the 
Neue Zit, kc, Owing to this circumstance I was obliged to refrain from expressing 
any opinion on the origin and character of the disturbances, although it was not 
difficult to surmise that they in no way differed from their predecessors, and were 
not the result of an accident, but were the systematic work of'a band of anti-Semites. 
To-day I am in a position of assuring myself that such is indeed the case, That the 
riots were systematically prepared beforehand and as systematically carried out by 
our anti-Semites leaves no room for doubt, 


The influence of the press upon a half-civilized reading public is well known, | 


Such a public we have, unfortunately, in the Russian nation, In their daily papers 
they read not only the newsof the day, but they also imbibe therefrom their political 
and social opinions, their moral and religious convictions, and all their general. know- 
ledge, This misfortune would not be so great if the public could draw for informa- 
tion upon well-disposed and excellently conducted journals ; but the best Russian 
papers such as the Golos, Poriadok, Molwa, Strana and Moskowsky Telegraf are, on 
account of their liberal tendency, generally suspended by the censor, and some- 
times collapse altogether. Only Conservative organs manage to flourish, and these, 
with the exception of Katkoff's Moskowsky Widomosti, are notorious for their anti- 
Semitic proclivities and are distinguished neither by honesty of purpose nor by the 
extensive knowledge of their editors, They are generally edited and published by 
obscure writers, for whom no means are too scandalous in order to increase their 
subscriptions and the sale of single copies. For such journals the Tisza-Eszlar case 
furnished a rich harvest, of which they fully availed themselves to heap attacks and 
obloquy upon the Jews, For instance, last Saturday, when the acquittal of the 
prisoners had long been made known, and some journals had already reported Moritz 
Scharf's recantation, the Wremja (‘New Times”) occupied itself solely 
with commenting on the speech of the anti-Semitic Advocate Szalay, and with praising 
the statements of the boy Scharf and his shameful attitude towards his father. Of 
course the opportunity was not lost sight of by hostile jouruals to repeat the calumny 
that Jews are in the habit of making use of Christian blood. The Government, which 
usually keeps a watchful eye upon excesses committed by the press, left it to the 
Jews themselves on this occasion to reply to their antagonists, But this availed us 
little. The Jewish journals are not read by Christians, and the only liberal paper of 
any importance which at times takes up the cudgels in defence of the Jews, viz., the 
Nowosti, does not yet enjoy a wide circulation, and is edited and published by a Jew, 
Herr Notowitz, a circumstance which for easily understood reasons frequently pre- 
vents it from entering the lists with energy against its anti-Semitic opponents. Thus 
the reading public are left undisturbed to be worked upon by the anti-Semitic press, 
and the latter is assured of the sympathy of the former in the case of anti-Jewish 
occurrences, 

Our enemies hit upon a favourable moment for their proceedings. The Commis- 
sion on the Jewish Question was about to meet and commence its sittings, It was, 
therefore, necessary to bring home to this Commission the antipathies of the people 
towards the Jews, in order that that body might be made acquainted with the dan- 
gers which might arise for the State from the extension of the rights of the Jews or 
from the enlargement of the Jewish zone of settlement ; and that, therefore, there 
could be no other solution of the Jewish question in Russia than the embracing of 
Christianity by the Jews or their wholesale expulsion from Russia, These sentiments 
were lately expressed by the Aonoje Wremja, the chief organ of the anti-Jewish 
party, in a lengthy article addressed to the Jewish Commission. In furtherance of 
this policy, anti-Jewish excesses par excellence were arranged for, and for this purpose 


the most suitable time and place were chosen. 


Ekaterinoslav forms one of the largest and wealthiest Jewish communities in 
Southern Russia, and was one of the few that had hitherto escaped violence at the 


hands of rioters. At this period there were but few soldiers in the town, scarcely 


more than 200 men, since the greater portion of the garrison were at their usual 
summer encampment, and even many of those left in the place were engaged in field 


~ labour. Wednesday, the Ist of August, happened to be a festival of the Greek Church 


and was at the same time market day at Ekaterinoslav, when thousands of the rural 


population flocked to the town to buy or sell, At nine o'clock in the morning of. 


that day, an hour at which the police are not yet to be seen, a peasant lad entered 
the shop of a Jew, Herr Nemirowsky, and stole therefrom a weight, An apprentice, 
who witnessed the theft, attempted to wrest the weight by force from the lad. The 
young thief immediately began to scream, and in response to his cries his mother 


emerged from her hiding place close to the shop, and assailed the apprentice and his 
master with epithets of a most vulgar character. When the apprentice tried to eject 
the woman from the shop, she threw herself from the steps and set up a howl, as 


though suffering from pain, which she followed up by feigning to swoon, An 
immense crowd soon flocked to the spot, among the crowd being an ex-Government 
official from a neighbouring town, who last year had been placed in the prisoner's 


dock for complicity in anti-Jewish riots, and had only been acquitted owing to the 
- insufficiency of the proofs of his guilt. This individual soon attracted the attention 


of the crowd by shouting at the top of his voice, “See here, the accursed Jews are 
murdering a poor Russian woman before your very eyes,and you stand by and remain 
silent, cowards that you are, Hasten, then, and avenge your sister,” Directly after- 
wards a whistle, evidently a signal, was heard on the opposite side of the street, and 
amidst a deafening noise, the mob threw themselves on the shop of Nemirowsky, 


which they plundered of its contents, and whatever was too cumbersome to carry off, 


they destroyed, after having almost beaten the apprentice to death. In a similar 
manner the rioters treated the neighbouring shop of Herr Samensky, They next 
stormed an adjoining wine shop, and after having drunk its contents until they 
became intoxicated, they proceeded tothe Troskaja, where the principal Jewish places of 
business are situated. Whilst engaged in their fiendish work, several suspicious- 


Jooking individuals mixed with the crowd, and spread the report that the woman

The clerey 
who, on previous similar occurrences, had rendered good service by warning rioten 
of the punishment in store for them, were, on the present. occasion, conspicuous }y 
their absence. The better class of people would have been able, had they so Wisha} 
to induce the mob to discontinue their work of robbery and destruction : a‘ few well. 
disposed individuals, indeed, essayed to do this and success crowned their efforts, 
But the greater number, when they did not either join the thieves in their nefarioy, 
task, or encourage the rioters to proceed, stood passively by, and amused themeely: 
by cracking jokes about the Jews who had fled in all directions. The anti-Jewia 
Nowoje Vremja itself confirms this fact by stating that among the persons arresta 
there were several who belong to the ranks of the nobility. One man was arrestaj 
who, on the testimony of a soldier, frequently appeared among the rebels, each time 
in a different costume.. Another prisoner dressed in broadcloth wasseen to have dis. 
tributed money among the rioters. At the head of the mob were individuals bearing 
flags and banners, and these, too, appeared to belong to a superior class, Proofs i 
the participation of the better class of inhabitants are also given by the log! 
correspondent of the Mowosti, and I cite the corroborative statements of these tw 
journals, which are so much opposed to each other in their opinions regarding th 


the present narrative of the disturbances. With the best intentions, however, I au 
unable to make use of all the details which he was good enough to send me, as they 
are too extensive to form the subject of an ordinary correspondence, I shall cor. 
fine myself to extracting the most salient points in his report. 


The police, before doing anything else, carried away the peasant woman, who 
had been the cause of all the mischief, as also the Jewish apprentice, whom they 
rescued half dead from the hands of the rebels. Next day, the poor young fellow 
died. This circumstance the police soon made known by. means cf public notices 
in which they also intimated that the woman, who as the rioters, alleged, had been 
killed, was aliveand well. Their object in so doing was to calm the people, bu 
they unfortunately did not succeed, for the mob loudly expressed the conviction 
that the official statement was a falsehood. A characteristic feature of the excess 
at Ekaterinoslav was the fact that the rioters only destroyed such property as they 
could not carry off. Bystanders, likewise took part in the general plunder, au 
when a young man was seen to make off with a tablecloth beneath his white coat.s 
voice exclaimed, “‘ Young man, destroy and throw away what you have taken, 1) 
this request he gave no heed, no more than did another young man, who ran of 
with something concealed under his red shirt. 


The results of the riots are terrible in the extreme. Nearly tro thousand Jew: 
ish families have been reduced to beggary. The damages caused by the whole 
destruction and theft of property have not yet been minutely calculated, but ther 
are valued at a minimum of one million roubles. But few places of business W« 
left uninjured, and this slight consolation is due to the energetic action of the 
military, who, as soon as they received the word of command, fired on the mob, i 
first with blank shot, a proceeding which was received with laughter by the crow: 
Even when the soldiers commenced serious work. they mostly fired into the alr 
nevertheless a few of the rioters fell down dead, and many of them wounded. 10 ut 
square. But this did not check the mob, who assailed the troops with a shower © 
heavy stones, A second time the military fired, and more rioters fell dead an 
wourfded, This second attack on the part of the troops had the desired effect os 
the disturbances still continued, with less violence, however, during the night, ae 
the soldiers were again obliged to fire. The actual number of killed and wou § 
has not yet been ascertained, but the former was estimated at about 20, and the late 
at 50, Upwards of 400 persons were arrested. A few Jews were likewise killed is 
wounded, how many is not yet known ; but two deaths of Jews have already ae 
registered, On the part of the military, 40 privates and 4 officers, as well as sev" 
policemen, received slight injuries from the stones thrown at them by the mob. ‘ 
The police are at present actively and successfully engaged in searching for“ 
stolen property. Many articles, too, have been voluntarily brought to ag” 
streets or the river from fear of the police. The latter, as well as the military: zee 
were reinforced by troops from surrounding localities, deserve the fullest recogm 
for their resolute and energetic attitude in dealing with the mob. They wer "” 
untiring and self-sacrificing. A procureur and two magistrates are now diel ne 
the preliminary inquiry into the riots, and a high legal functionary has been 
patched from St, Petersburg to attend this inquiry, 

The distress among the Jews in Ekaterinoslav is almost indescribable. re 
who were formerly worth many thousands of roubles are now almost dying : 
hunger. Serious injuries were also sustained by the synagogues and house 
prayer, whence the rioters carried off the sacred Scrolls, which they tore int “7 
and then threw them into the street covered with dirt. The Jews collected a 
scattered remnants as though they were the insignia of royalty, and with ene 
piety took them to places of safety. O God! when will all this misery and ali 
come to an end?

Fears were entertained pe manifestations hostile to the Jews would be made 
here last night, but no disorders occurred. | : | 

Four of the persons who were implicated in the recent excesses against the 
Jews at Pressburg were tried before a Iagistrate, and sentenced to two days’ 
imprisonment, to be followed by expulsion from the town. Two among the 
risoners were Prussian socialists, and their participation in the riots leads to the 

belief that under the cover of anti-Semitism, Socialist agitators are carrying on 
tlicir propaganda in Hungary. 

. The following details have reached us of the anti-Jewish riots which occurred 
at Pesth during the last fortnight. The first outbreak, as brietly deseribed in 
the telegrams already published by us, took place on the evening of the 8th inst. 
at the Schwann Hotel, where the Scharf family had taken up their abode. 
Towards seven o’clock in the evening of that day a large number of roughs and 
workmen assembled in front of the hotel and after uttering threatening cries 
against the Jews, they commenced to throw stones at the house, Suddenly an 


individual exclaimed “ follow me,” and amidst a perfect storm of stones the mob — 


invaded the hotel. The visitors took to flight through a back door, and the 
intruders having overpowered the waiters and other employes entered on their 
work of destruction, which they made as complete as possible. The débris they 
subsequently threw into the streets. 

In the meantime another band had made an onslaught on the shops situated 
in the same street. With their hands and in some eases with hammers the mob 
demolished the shutters of the cabinet maker Kohn and of the: linen draper 
Freund. For ten minutes the house of the latter withstood the assault, until at 
length the door gave way. With horrible shrieks the rioters entered,and in a few 
seconds bales of cotton, ladies’ dresses, &c., were scattered about the street and 
became the prey of thieving hands. — The rioters then proceeded to several cafés, 
and there they repeated their disgraceful proceedings. It was with the greatest 
difficulty that the numerous visitors succeeded in making their escape. All at 
once aacry arose that the military were coming, and ina couple of minutes a 
company of soldiers with fixed bayonets, appeared on the seene. The rioters. 
then made off as fast as their legs could carry them. Among other places plun- 
dered and wrecked were the Café Oesterreicher, where two of the intruders were 
wounded by the persons present at the time, the chemist’s shop “ Zum Salvator,” 
and the shop of the jeweller Hoffinan, The damages in property stolen and 
destroyed are valued at 50,000 florins. 

The aspect of the Kerepeser Street in which the riots occurred, was of a 
most disheartening character. It seemed as if the street had been bombarded, 
so much wreckage was strewn about. The street lamps, too, were all smashed to 
atoms. Tt was not until midnight that the military after a severe fight, in the 
course of which several rioters were arrested, succeeded in restoring order. Four 
thousand nen, infantry, cavalry and artillery, were held in readiness at the differ- 
ent barracks, to assist in case of need ‘in preserving order. On the night between 
the Vth and 10th inst., several collisions took place between the police and the 
mob, many of the rioters making use of firearms. On the following night the 
attempts at violence were renewed, but the tumult soon came to an end. Several 
of the arrested persons were found to be in possession of daggers and revolvers. 

As aiatter of precaution the Jewish community abstained from attending 
the synagogues on Saturday the Lith, as also on the following day, the Fast of 
Ab, and no Jew dared for some days to show himself in any public places of 
resort. “The Synagogue and Jewish Schools were at the same time guarded by 
soldiers. Since the commencement of last week order has not again been 
disturbed in the ILungarian capital. 


THE “ BLOOD ACCUSATION ” IN) HUNGARY. 
| 
The recent trial at Nyiregyhaza has been the means of bringing once more 
to light a few other cases of “blood accusations” which were brought against 
Jews in Hungary during the present century. With but one exception these

charges appear to have been the result of a conspiracy prompted by feclings of 


revenge, rather than of a belief in the absurd allegation that Jews were in the 
abit of employing Christian blood. We give below two Instances of both kinds 
of charges, | 

First in importance, on account of the source through which it has now been 
made public, isa case of “blood accusation” in the Comitat of Neutra (Hun- 
gary), some thirty years ago. It is related by no less a personage than the 

ungarlan ex-Dictator, Kossuth, in a letter which he sent to Herr kotvos com- 
Pimenting that celebrated advocate on his brilliant defence of the Tisza-Eszlar 
Pusoners, and denouncing the prevailing anti-Jewish sentiments fostered by 
Unody and other deputies. At the time we refer to, a Christian named Bartos Sandos 
ecame enamoured of a handsome Jewess—Julia Weiss. He wished to convert 
‘er to Christianity and then take her into his service. But the girl firmly declined 


is proposals. Bitterly did she pay for this refusal. On a certain day there 


Msappeared a Christian girl, named Julia Berees, a friend of Julia Weiss.

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SHE EXPULSION OF AN ENGLISH JEW FROM 
ST. PETERSBURG. 


Tug expulsion of Mr, Mancoso, the representative of Messrs. 
tees and Soss, from St. Petersburg, comes as a natural sequel to the 
similar treatment of Mr. Leon Lewisoun, which attracted the attention of 
Parliament and the chief representative Jewish institutions during the course 
of 1881. The Russian Government are acting on principle and unfortunately 
on a principle to which Her Masesty’s Government have submitted against 
all the rules of international law and the conventions of international courtesy. 
(ue injustice naturally leads on to another, and Russia, by refusing equal 
ruhts to her own Jews, obliges herself to the course of refusing equal rights 
to alien Jews as against other aliens. 

In the present instance, the expulsion of Mr. Mancoso forms a case of 
peculiar hardship since he, was not in Russia on business of his own, but 
simply to transact certain affairs for Messrs, Raruary Tuck and Sons, 
The present case is sufficiently differentiated from that of Mr. Lewt- 
sony by this circumstance and encourages us to hope that Her 
Masesty’s Government will re-open the question from the basis afforded by 
this incident. .A question has already been put to them in the House of 
Commons by Mr. M. Scorr, who took up the subjeet on his own initiation, 
for which the thanks of the community are due. 

The leading rules of international law bearing on this subject may be 
hire briefly reviewed, Amongst all civilized nations reciprocal right of free 
eutry is accorded by international usage to all subjects of friendly nations, 
Modern writers of repute, such as Woonsry, Herrer and Bruntscutt, 
give this as an unqualified right, and the publicist most esteemed in Russia— 
Marteys—grants that the right of the Sovereign to refuse such a privilege 
is only based on medivwval precedents, and that no European Power exercises 
this right nowadays in times of peace. Of course it is granted on all hands 
tlat such right of entry may be refused to persons whose presence in a State 
way be prejudicial to its interests by reason of open immorality, treasonable 
practices and the like, but no contention is made on the part of the Russian 
lovernment that these disqualifications exist in the ease of Mr. Lewisouy or 
Mr, Marcoso. 

Apart, therefore, from any agreement between the Governments,

The very reasons which make Russia hold out $0 strongly against any 
modification of her discourteous behaviour to foreigners of Jewish creed 
should make Jews outside Russia the more anxious to obtain equal rights 
with their Christian fellow citizens. If these were once obtained the thin 
edge of the wedge would be introduced towards obtaining the important right 


of free locomotion for native Russian Jews as well as other privileges. The 
Russian officials could scarcely deny to their own subjects that which they 
granted freely to the subjects of foreign sovereigns, «And it has to be remem- 
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hered that in dealing with Russia the rights of slien Jews are the only means . 


of leverage by which the Russian Government can be approached on the 
subject at all by Foreign Powers. Russia is one of the Great Powers and 
claims somewhat fiercely the right of managing her own affairs, and none of 
the other Powers would be prepared to infringe this right. But every nation 
is bound to protect its own subjects, and it is now a practical principle of 
most civilized nations that no difference of confession shall make any differ- 
ence of status in any of their subjects. It is on this point of principle, and 
on this only, that the Great Powers have any right of approach to Russia about 
her dealings with her Jews. When she refuses all concessions on the ground 
that she cannot give foreign Jews privileges which she denies to her own 
Jewish subjects, other Powers have the right to reply, “ We have nothing to 
do with your internal affairs and do not wish to interfere with them ; but we 
shall not willingly permit any subject of ours of whatever creed, who is of 
good behaviour, to be expelled from your borders while the state of affairs 
between us is a state of peace.” Tf all the Powers collectively made this 
representation, it would be so much the stronger, —

VI.—THE OCCUPATIONS OF LONDON JEWS. 


Tt would be extremely desirable to supplement the general statistics of 
Jewish occupations given in the preceding paper by more special cetails ss 
to the caliings and professions of London Jews. Unfortunately the English 
metropolis stands almost-alone among the great cities of the world in being 
without a statistical bureau ; and we should seek in vain for any official 
numbering or c’assification of the various classes of Londeners. Debarred 
from a full and official account of the occupation of the inhabitants of 
London like those we have of Berlin, Buda-Pesth and Vienna, we must 
content ourselves with the opportunities fer obtaining this know'edge 
afforded by private enterprise. In the huge compuation of Messrs. Nelly 
and Co., entitled the Post Office Directory, 1883, and famiitar to every 


merchant, there is a Trades Directory giving the principal representatives of 


some 2,500 tradce, callings'and professions, which forms the only available sub- 
stitute for the trade statistics of Condon. If we could determine the number 
of Jews whose names appeared in each of these vatious trades we should 
obtain a very fair indication of the chief divisions in whieh the business 
energies of London Jews (masters) are turned. The following tavestigation 
18 based on an examination of these lists.in which an attempt has been 
made to identify the Jewish names. 

The method of procedure is as follows: A dozen of the most common 
Jewish names inclading 477 firms were selected and the occupations attached 
to them in the Commercial Directory were class fied. It was a-sumed that 
these would give the occupations, about 120 in number, in which Jews “ most 
do congregate.” ‘There trades were now carefully examined in the Trades 
Directory and the number of Jews in each was detersined as far as pos- 
sible by the character of the names, Tbe same process was afterwards 
repeatcd somewhat more cursorily with all the remaining trades, 224 of 
which yie'ded some further resuits. The whole investigation rests upon the 
success with which Jewish nan.es can be identitied as such, and upon this 
subject a few words seem here necessary. | 

In any country but IEnyland, the fact that a person possessed a bibli- 
cal surname would be suflicient to identify him asaJev. In England 
however, Puritanism has caused the adoption of biblica! names by dissenters 
to some degree, and we thus find among the ancestors of Mr. John Bright 
the name of Martha Jacobs which has caused hiin to be credited quite 
erroneously, with possessing Jewish blood in his veias. These Biblical 
names have been mostly adopted direct from the Bibie and preserve the 
original forms, Abraham, Jacob, Samuel, Ge. For some unknown reason 
English Jews when adopting a surname (for among themselves thoy are 
only known as the sons of their father, e.g7., Almoni ben Peloni woa'd have 
a son Jacob ben Almoni, whose son might be Joseph ben Jacob ant so on 
without any constancy of surname) bave taken the Biblical names in a 
quasi-plural form, ¢e.j., Abrahams, Jacobs, &e, Any names of this type as well 
as the less frequent Biblical names could be at once identified as Jews of the 
“ English colony.” One name, and that the most frequent amongst Engtish 


Jews, is aleo very frequent among Englishmen or rather Welshmen.. [his 


nauwe *‘ Davis’ (== Davids) may have been adopted by a kind of “ mimicry” 
so that its bearers might escape that instant identitication as Jews which is 
usual with the more pronounced surnames, The recent fashion of change

But as we have already s en, a large majority of the Jews in English are of | 


foreign extraction and we tind traces of this in their names. ‘The names of 
German Jews have in most cases been made and have not growa: they 
therefore bear the marks of manufacture upon them, as Kosenthal, Koaigs- 
warter and the like. But there are many German Jews with perfectly 
Teutonic surnames which would thus escape ijentification. In many of 
these cases however the first names were Biblical and thas were identified

Dr. Neubauer also points out that Jehovah is used at the 
beginning of a document which is elsewhere entirely Elohistic. Wath regard to 
epigraphic evidence, it is shown. that each of the Commandments begins a fresh 
line, Which is quite a late trait, and that the word "Wy is written plene against the 
custoin Of early inscriptions (this last proves to be an error of Dr. Ginsburg and 
hot in the MS as given in last Saturday's Athen@um which reads yp). 

Now it would not altogether be impossible to answer all these points on the 
supposition that the MS. was a priestly Torah of one of the outlying districts of 
Palestine. The use of Targumic words might be possible as early as 800 b.c., as has 
been recently shown by Dr. Driver in the Journat of Philology. The grammatical 
errors might possibly be due to the ignorance of the original scribe, and the usc 
of Jehovah might be attributed to the natural slip of a scribe only recently used 
tu the consistent use of Elohim. The use of separate lines must have had a 
ginning once, and might reasonably have commenced with the Ten Commiuand- 
ments (the remainder of the text being entirely without divisions). The point 
ralsed by Prof. Sayce in the same number of the Academy, that the text being in 
Moabite character must have been written by a Moabite who would have used 
Chamosh instead of Jehovah, is quibbling and utterly unworthy of that gentle- 
“Man's fame as a Biblical scholar.

‘a saver of the ancient coins, we have no doubt that the letters in the MS 
could have been written about the same time ; but on the other hand there is 
no reason to deny the possibility of imitating those and similar letters in our 
own age. As to the character of the alterations, omissions and additions in the 
text, it is not sufficiently discernible in the portions published. When the 
whole of the MS. will be transcribed and printed, the character of the text may 

rhaps fully reveal the character of the writer, and show whether in this work 
he had the pious intention of acquiring or supplying the means of reading and 
teaching the Word of God, or the impious motive of obtaining worldly goods 
by false pretences. If the MS. be genuine, its purpose is by no means obvious. 

It does not seem to include remnants of scrolls of the Law used in places of 
worship ; some of the pieces are too thick to form part of a scroll. Much less 

can the pieces be considered as traces of the practice enjoined on kings (Deuter. 

xvii. 18). The circumstances, however, connected with the discovery of the 

MS. do not tend to prove its genuineness. Mr. Shapira avowedly came into 

possession of the MS. through the skill of some rogues who were capable of 

stealing the Deuteronomy, including the eighth commandment, The whole 
evidence in favour of the theory that the MS. is genuine rests on the statement 


of the receiver of the stolen property. Can the public be expected to have faith © 


in that statement? Without evidence more trustworthy than hitherto adduced, 
we are naturally inclined to reject the MS. as spurious. The Scotland Yard 
officials may perhaps be in a better position to remove any doubt as to the 
origin of the MS. than Orientalists and Archwologists. It is surprising that 


the trustees of the British Museum allowed the MS. to be exhibited contrary 
to Job xi. 14.” . 


A “BLOOD ACCUSATION” AT COLOGNE IN THE YEAR 1808.° 


In the vear 1808 there resided in the Salzgasse at Cologne, a Jew named 
Joseph Philipps, a butcher by trade, together with lis wife and three daughters. 
The family led a blameless life and were respected and esteemed by their neigh- 


hours. Philipps had let a few rooms in his house to a French customs officer, 


Gueret by name. The wife of this Guerct from time to time borrowed money 
from the Philipps family ; but at length it happened that the rent which had 
become due was not paid and the money lent was not returned. Philipps there- 
upon declined to lend her any more sums of money, and insisted upon the settle- 
nent of his claims, On one occasion, too, Philipps refused to grant Madame Gueret, 
greatly to her chagrin, the use of his cooking utensils, which would have been 
contrary to Jewish practices. Madame Gueret consequently hit upon a diabolical 
plan of revenge. She, together with her daughter, passed several nights under 
the roofs of friends under the plea that she was afraid of the Jews, who had 
repeatedly given expression to their lust for Christian blood. The Gucerets 
suddenly quitted their lodgings, the reason they assigned to Philipps being that 
the rooms were overrun by rats. As security for his claiins on the Guerets, 


~Phihpps urged M. Gueret to sign an acknowledgement of debt, which the French- 


manat length consented to do, accompanying the act with threats of a most 
dreadful character. A neighbour named Birbehen Kurth, who had worked at 
Philipps’s house, joined the Gueret family. On the following day the customs 
officer, with his wife and daughter and Kurth, who was 22 years old, went to the 
pohee court for the quarter in which he resided, and accused Philipps of having 
committed a murder, with the assistance of his wife and a third person, in the 
ecllar of his house in the Salzgasse. | | 

Gueret’s daughter, Maria Therese, deposed as follows: On the 10th November 
T was aloneat home. Towards seven o'clock in the evening Frau Philipps entered my 
room, and taking the key out of the lock, laid it on the table and forbad me from 
going ont. IT went to bed, but soon heard a piercing shriek and sprang up in 
fear. IT hastily put on my dress, and went through a back door into the yard, 
believing that my parents had returned home. As soon as I entered the yard, I 
Was surprised by secing rays of light proceeding from the cellar. I crawled on 
my stomach to the window,and there a horrible sight met my gaze. I saw a young 
man lying on his back murdered, and with his hands tied together Philipps, who 
held a knife covered with blood, was leaning on a barrel, and his wife, holding a 
lighied lamp, knelt by the side of the victim. A third person gave the body a 
kick in order to be convinced that the young man was dead. [do not know how 
T managed to regain my room. I soon heard footsteps proceeding towards the 


back door, and mounted a chair in order to be able to look through the window. 

eee was holding a light before another man, who disappeared through the 

little door with a heavy sack over his shoulders. | 


The female Kurth declared ; IL was at work on the same evening at about 
seven o'clock in the rooms of the Jew, when he. accompanied by a young and an 
old man, whom T did not know, entered the house. At the kitchen door I heard 
acry “O God!” repeated three times,and I beheld the young man being dragged 
into the cellar, Half an hour afterwards I went to the kitchen to wash my hands, 
and on looking through the cellar door, I saw a corpse, with its throat cut, lying 
on the ground, and Philipps, with a lighted lamp in his hand, standing over it. 
Trembling with fear I returned to the room, and was unable to enjoy the food 
which was placed before me. Before I left the house, the Jew came to me and 
threatened to kill me, if I dared to say anything against. him. I assured him that 
T had neither seen nor heard anything, and therefore could not say aught to

_ The accusation was duly acted upon, for on the following evening Philipps, 
whilst seated in a beer-house, was arrested and put in prison, Where he was 


Closely watched. — The investigation which took” place in his house brought — 


nothing to light ; all that was found in the cellar was a lock of hair, and a piece 
of cloth besmeared with blood. The wife and daughter of Philipps were 
likewise arrested, and the preliminary inquiry was commenced. Philipps and his 
family were only examined once, and it soon became apparent that the magis- 
trate who was conducting the inquiry had likewise become imbued with the 
prejudices which had been raised against the Jews. The case at length came before 
the Chief Court at Aix-la-Chapelle. All efforts to discover the body of the mur- 
dered man remained fruitless, and, to complicate matters, it was proved that the 
hair found in the cellar was that of a woman. Philipps'’s neighbours unanimous! y 
asserted that the family had never given the slightest cause to be suspected of 
such a crime, and that on the evening when the murder was said to have been 
perpetrated not the slightest sound was heard in the house of the butcher, for it

Under cross-examination she frequently 
contradicted herself, and when she was finally confronted with Birbchen Kurti 
she burst into tears and likewise confessed that her parents had induced her an 
bring forward the terrible accusation, and that they had taught her the statement 
she had made. Gueret and his wife being then called, they sought to fasten the 
offence of having brought the false charge upon their own daughter and the woman 
Kurth, whom they described as a wicked person. 

At a later hearing Philipps conclusively proved an alibi. The innocence of 
the deeply afflicted Jewish family was also brought home to the minds of the 
jury by the evidence of several witnesses. Gueret’s daughter retracted her 
former declarations, especially the charge against her own parents, and attempted 
to play the part of a visionary, whom the Archangel Gabriel had ordered to bear 
testimony against the Jews. 

The jury returned a verdict of “not guilty,” and, amid the rejoicings of the 
public in court, the prisoners were immediately sct at liberty. The accusers were 
now in their turn brought to trial ; Gueret and his wife were condemned to 
death, and died under the guillotine, and their daughter was sentenced to twenty 
years punishment in the galleys. Kurth, however, escaped from the earthly 
judge, for before the close of the trial, the Great Master of life and death sum- 
moned her before His seat of justice. 

On their return from Aix-la-Chapelle to Cologne, Philipps and his family 
were greeted at the Hahnen Gate by their neighbours and a mass of the most 
respected citizens of the town, and after having been warmly congratulated on 
their happy escape from the snare which had been lJaid for them, they were con- 
ducted in triumph to the festively-decorated Salzgasse. Although Philipps was 
a Jew, his nearest neighbours and the residents of the entire quarter vied with

each other in showing their sympathy with the sorely-tried family, and by means 


of outward demonstrations they soon caused the sufferings which the released 
prisoners had endured to pass away, “ What inhabitant of Cologne could then 
have thought about Jews? It was with deeply injured fellow-creatures only 
they had to deal.’

Sources of the Midrash Echah Rabbah. A Critical Invest! vation. SEP} 
ABRAHAMS, B.A., Ph.D. : Berlin, 1883), 


The appearance of this Essay from the pen of an English Jew marks a fur- 
ther stage in the revival which, some indications to the contrary notwithstanding, 
we think has been for some time past slowly progressing in.our midst. Dr. 
Abrahams had already shown that an Englishman might succeed in obtaining the 
diploma qualifying for the Rabbinate, despite the fact that such a distinction had 
not been previously gained by ane English-born Jew—with the exception of Dr. 
Herschell, the late Chief Rabbi, who, it will be remembered was born here 
during the brief Rabbinate of his father in England. He has now demonstrated 
that research and ingenuity In abstruse points of Talmudie Literature are not 
necessarily in the monopoly of German scholars. Apart, therefore, from the 
intrinsic value of his present contribution to the solution of a difticult problem, 
the author has certainly deserved well of the community. 


Dr. Abrahams compares the mass of Midrashim and Hagadoth that have come 
down to us to a dense and almost impassable forest, through which a path was 
first cleared by the labours of Zunz. He it was “ who first succeeded in arrivine 
at clear statements and definite conclusions with respect tothe origin and’ arrange- 
ment of this branch of our wise men’s labours.” The present investigation is aan 
attempt to submit to further criticism some of the results arrived at by that 


writer in his famous work ‘Die gottesdienstlichen Vortriige der Juden.” The - 


particular importance of Eechah Rabbah in this connection is due to the cireutn- 
stance that it is unquestionably one of the most ancient of this species of compo- 
sitions. Dr. Abrahams indeed shows, in agreement with Zunz, that the Midrash 
Echah is second in age only to the “ Bereshith Rabbah”: and thus the Essay 
now before us might be fairly described under the more comprehensive title of 
an introduction to the study of the Midrash Rabbah. Since Zunz published his 
results, Frankel (“ Mebo Hayerushalmi,” p. 53) and Rapoport (“ Erech Millin,” 
p. 23) have investigated the same subject. It hence follows that the received 
opinion’ respecting the composition and sources of Midrash Echah Rabbah repre- 


sents the almost unanimous view of modern scholars. Dr. Abrahams, however, 


endeavours, and we think successfully, to set up a theory which in sone points: 


differs widely from the common hypothesis. 

The opinion now generally in vogue is that the Midrash Echah Rabbah is 
the work of one author; that it was written in Palestine : that its principal 
sources are the Talmud Yerushalmu, the Midrash Bereshith Rabbah. and the 
Pesikta derab Kahana. The number of introductory Piskoth is thirty-three in 
Zunz’s opinion, but in the ordinary printed texts they number thirty-four. The 
dependence of Echah Rabbah (which Dr. Abrahams shows to be introduced 
by thirty-eight Piskoth) on the Pesikta derab Kahana is generally assumed, but 
no systematic attempt has yet been made tu prove the connection. Dr. Abraharus 
maintains that there are passages in the Pesikta decidedly later than the versions 
found in Echah Rabbah. It is not less probable that Midrash Echah is older than 
the Pesikta, and that the outward form of the latter is derived from the Midrash, 
than that Echah Rabbah is dependent on the Pesikta. 


But by far the most important point of all is the determination-of the con-- 


nection between the Midrash and the two Talinudin—the Babli and the 
Yerushalmi. Zunz and Frankel hold that the Midrash is largely dependent. on 
the latter, but entirely independent of the former Talmud. So self-evident does 
Zunz regard the position, that he cites no references in proof of his assertion ; 
whilst Frankel is content to quote but three instances in evidence of his state- 
ment. The Midrash Echah, in its present form, is, according to Dr. Abrahams, 
the work of at least two compilers, the latter of whom was thoroughly acquainted 
with the Talmud Babli. Not only has he quoted whole passages bodily from that 


Talmud, but he has demonstrably altered the language of the original Midrash in 


some instances into that of the Babli. Dr. Abrahams, who has throughout spared 
himself no labour in conscientiously examining for himself the whole of the 
ground over which he passes, compares several passages of the Midrash with the 
Babylonian Talmud, and the closeness of the resemblance is apparent. The three 


_ passages given by Frankel as evidencing the dependence of the Midrash on the- 


Jerusalem Talmud are shown to tell either entirely against that theory, or to be 
the work of the later reviser. Into the discussion of the passage Tulmud Yer., 
Maaser Sheni Ch. iv., Dr. Abrahams enters at great length, and concludes that the 
author of Echah Rabbah could not have had the passage from the Talmud before 
him. The Midrash in its present form is written in two totally distinct styles : 
“the West, or Palestinian Syriac, stands side by side with the East Syriac, and 
With the usual modes of expression peculiar to the Talmud Babli... . Mid- 
rash Echah not unfrequently exhibits a strong tendency to combine the Yeru- 


Shalmi and Babli versions of the same narrative ; further, it often shows a 


decided preference in favour of the latter Talmud, by rendering into the 
Babylonian phraseology single words and whole sentences which, we have every 
reison to believe, were originally written in the Palestinian dialect. Lastly, we 

ave examined instances which point to the conclusion that, where similarity 


exists between Echah Rabbah and the Yerushalmi alone, the Midrash is inde-_ 


pendent of the Talmud. The question arises, what are we warranted in inferring 
from these data? In the first place, Midrash Echah is no homogeneous compila- 


tion, for two such distinct styles as characterise its composition could never have 
emanated from one and the same writer ; it is therefore the work of at least
